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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


THE R.I.B.A. PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATION. 


‘THE nomination of Mr. E. Stanley Hall, M.A.(Oxon), 
~ F.R.IB.A., for the Presidency of the R.I.B.A., 
in succession to Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, will, we 
believe, receive the unanimous approval of the Institute 
membership. It is impossible to think of a better 
choice, for in every respect Mr. Hall is well qualified for 
the leadership of the profession. Son of a distinguished 
architect (the late Edwin T. Hall, himself at one time 
a Vice-President of the Institute), Mr. Stanley Hall 
worked in partnership with his father for many years, 
and subsequently carried on the practice on his own 
account. It was a general practice of considerable 
variety and extent, embracing collegiate, ecclesiastical, 
hospital, domestic, commercial and other work, thus 
bringing the principal into close touch with many 
aspects of the architect’s calling. (Latterly, as is well 
known, Mr. Hall has been joined in partnership by 
Messrs. Easton and Robertson, themselves successful 
architects of wide experience.) 

But with all the calls that a large practice has made 
upon his time, Mr. Hall has never failed to keep in 
active touch with the work of the architectural institu- 
tions. Thus, like many others who have been called 
to the chair of the Institute, he did much excellent work 
in his earlierdays forthe Architectural Association, acting 
successively as Hon. Treasurer, Hon. Secretary, and 
President. His work on behalf of the R.I.B.A. has 
been considerable. He was a Vice-President of the 
Institute in 1935-37, and Hon. Secretary from 1925 to 
1928 ; while at the present time he is not only a Member 
of Council and Vice-Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, but also Representative in the United Kingdom 
of the Royal Architectural Institute of Canada. The 
valuable work which he did in connection with the 
Development Scheme in 1930 was specially recognised 
by a Council Dinner in his honour, when he was pre- 
sented with an illuminated vellum testimonial by past 
and present members of the Council. 

Mr. Hall has never sought the limelight, but behind 
the scenes, quietly and unobtrusively, he has done in- 
valuable work for the Institute and the profession at 
large. An excellent chairman and a thoughtful speaker, 
he has all the qualities that go to make a successful 
P.R.I.B.A. The nomination is one upon which Mr. 
Hall and the Institute itself are to be equally felicitated. 


“LICENTIATES v. ASSOCIATES.’ 


LETTER in a recent issue of this journal, replied 
to this week, seems to indicate that the long- 
standing dispute between Licentiate and Associate 
members engaged in municipal or staff work is still at 
issue. In order to refresh the memory we quote the 
initial paragraph of our original correspondent’s letter : 
‘‘ T consider that it is about time that Licentiate mem- 
bers of the R.I.B.A. (especially those holding official 
positions under municipal authorities) should make a 
strong protest against the statement which appears 
from week to week in municipal advertisements, 1.e., 
‘candidates must be Associates of the R.I.B.A.’, or in 
a modified form that preference will be given to 
Associates of the R.I.B.A.” That correspondent pro- 
ceeded to ask whether the school-trained Associate at 
the age of 21 was a better man and more worthy of the 
position than an experienced Licentiate member at the 
age of 40. Many official architects, he contended, held 
the opinion that men turned out from the recognised 
schools are not practically-minded and, when appointed 
to an official position, have to go through another 
apprenticeship to fit them for that position. 
A good deal might be said both for and against the 
opinions stated above. A Glasgow correspondent, how- 


ever, writing this week, maintains the reverse position 
to be true, namely, that it is the Associate who labours 
under a disadvantage in the municipal office in that the 
unqualified ‘‘ old hands ’”’ resent Associates and show a 
preference for unqualified juniors. 

Here we have two sets of opinion diametrically opposed. 
Taking the first, we think that Licentiates have a 
genuine grievance where they are barred from municipal 
posts without any opportunity to prove their claims to 
the job. Merit alone should be the test. On the other 
hand, if the condition of affairs noted by our Glasgow 
correspondent is at all general, then grave injustice is 
being done not only to individual Associates but to the 
art of architecture. Setting experience, for the moment, 
on one side, we think it is true to say that the Associate 
has by virtue of his training an understanding of design 
which the architectural assistant who graduates from 
the drawing-board can only learn by imitation from his 
superiors, too often, in the past, engineers, themselves 
without training in design. 

Looking at the problem as a whole, we think that the 
solution must lie in what is best for architecture. We 
should say that the element most commonly absent 
from municipal construction is the quality of design. 
Efficiency and sound construction are common, but 
(excepting municipalities where the architectural work 
is under the direct control of a qualified architect) the 
quality of originality is not usual. We think generally 
that the remedy for this lies in the entry of increasing 
numbers of trained young men into official architecture 
and, as the qualification for Registration increasingly 
becomes that of examination, so the numbers of 
school-trained men seeking posts in municipal offices 
must increase. 

One obvious reply to our first correspondent is, of 
course, that employers are entitled to lay down what- 
ever conditions for application they desire, and that if 
they stipulate that applicants are to be Associates they 
are acting within their rights. This begs the question, 
however, for we think that if the test be the best man 
for the job, then the fewer restrictions placed upon 
applications the better, for the Licentiate class of the 
R.I.B.A. contains many names of architects who are 
good designers as well as being fully experienced con- 
structors. If, in authorities’ opinion, the Associate 
class has the qualities desired, then Associates have 
nothing to fear. If, on the other hand, the best man 
for the job is required, it is unwise in any way to limit 
the field. And this, in our opinion, sums up the case 
fairly. 


TOWN PLANNING PROGRESS. 


REAT satisfaction will be felt at the announcement 

by the Minister of Health that town planning schemes 
have recently been approved for the Lake District 
(South), the whole of Wensleydale, and the whole of the 
coast of the North Riding of Yorkshire (excepting Scar- 
borough, where the borough council is preparing its 
own scheme). Half-a-million acres of the most beautiful 
country in England are thus protected for ever. 

It is one of the several crosses that the town-planner 
must bear that his profession is all too often (at least 
from the public’s point of view) concerned with restric- 
tions, none more so than restrictions upon user of land. 
What is his principal aim—to replace casual building by 
grouped or planned development—is, however, being 
realised and appreciated to an increased degree. 

For these recent benefits, as indeed for the whole 
programme of town planning in Great Britain, town 
planners (whether representing the Ministry of Health 
or the local authorities) have placed the country under 
a debt of gratitude of which all must be sensible.

Parliamentary Amenities Group : 
‘Camps and the King George Statue. 

Tue Amenities Group of Members of 
Parliament discussed before the Easter 
recess the relative merits of Abingdon- 
street and Parliament-square as the site 
for the King George V memorial statue. 
It was decided to resume consideration 
of the matter after the recess. The Group 
also discussed the amenity aspect of new 
school and evacuation camps to be built 
by the Government, and it was decided to 
suggest to the Minister of Health the 
appointment of some person who is an 
authority on town planning as a member 
of the board of the company which is to 
administer the camps in England and 


Wales. 


Preserving the Countryside : 
Lake District and North Riding. 


Harr a million acres of beautiful 
English country are protected by three 
planning schemes which have just been 
approved by the Minister of Health. The 
Lake District (South) Scheme covers such 
famous places as Patterdale, Langdale, 
Grasmere, Troutbeck, Arnside and Kirkby 
Lonsdale. A second scheme covers the 
whole of Wensleydale. <A third includes 
the whole of the coast of the North 
Riding of Yorkshire except Scarborough, 
where the Borough Council are preparing 
their own scheme, and the areas included 
in the South Tees Scheme which is in an 
advanced stage of preparation. Robin 


MR. E. STANLEY HALL, M.A., 
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Hood’s Bay, Whitby and Runswick Bay 
fall within this scheme, together with the 
Yorkshire Moors adjoining. 

The main features of all three schemes 
are the same. Limited areas round vil- 
lages and towns are left free for building. 
Elsewhere the consent of. the Council is 
required to all building not associated 
with agriculture or similar pursuits or re- 
quired for winning minerals. In case of 
dispute there is an appeal fyom the 
Council’s decision. Such an appeal can 
be made either by would-be builders who 
object to the Council’s refusal of permis- 
sion, or by. people who feel that the 
Council are proposing to allow unsatis- 
factory buildings in rural areas. These 
latter appeals can be made by associa- 
tions for protection of the countryside. 
In this way very large areas of dale and 
fell are protected against irresponsible 
building. 

An interesting feature of the two North 
Riding «schemes is the setting up of a 
Joint Board composed of county coun- 
cillors and members of the other local 
authorities to administer the provisions 
of the scheme which relate to building. 


A Town Planning 
Appointment. 

Mr. W. ARTHUR HUTCHINSON, 
A.R.I.B.A., who has been with the North 
Riding County Council as architect in the 
Planning Department since 1935, has been 
appointed by the Cumberland County 
Council to take charge of the planning 
schemes for that county, which include a 
large portion of the Lake District.

Members of the profession up to the age 
of 25 are therefore free to offer themselves 
for any form of National Service. 


The ‘‘ Ideal Home ”’ Exhibition : 
Move to Earls Court. 

THis popular exhibition, arranged by 
the ‘‘ Daily Mail,’ was opened on Tues- 
day last by Lord and Lady Harmsworth. 
The exhibition is housed for the first 
time at Earls Court. The general layout 
and planning of the various stands, for 
which Mr. Ian Jeffcott, L.R.I.B.A., is re- 
sponsible, is well done, and, as usual, the 
exhibition has many attractive and strik- 
ing features. 

Always interesting are the ‘ideal 
homes,” examples of which are shown by 
many well-known’ estate developers. 
These houses, in their newness, look, and 
no doubt are, attractive to house-seekers, 
and without doubt the planning and fit- 
tings of these houses are the outcome of 
a long experience of which advantage has 
been taken. ‘The elevational treatments 
are, in most cases, pleasing, and although 
an architect’s name is seldom mentioned, 
there is evidence of a trained hand in the 
designs. The All-Europe house, designed 
by Miss Elizabeth Denby for the “ Daily 
Mail,” is one of particular interest. 

Among the special features must be in- 
cluded ‘‘ Rooms Where Cupid Reigned,”’ 
arranged by Mr. F. R. Yerbury. These 
consist of a number of rooms furnished 
in the manner or periods of the historic 
lovers of different eras of the past, 
ranging from Antony and Cleopatra to 
the Brownings. The comparisons are of 
much interest. Figures in costume add 
to and give character to the rooms. 

Generally, many well-known firms con- 
nected with the building industry exhibit. 
Tribute can justly be paid to the princi- 
pal designers and to the lesser men who 
have carried out the displays in an exhi- 
bition which is well up to its usual high 
standard. 


Royal Society of 
British Sculptors.

Housing Standards : Progress of 
House Builders’ Registration Council. 
SPEAKING at: Halifax recently of housing 
progress in the last two decades, Mr. 
Robert Bernays, M.P., said that it was 
the duty of all who were co-operating in 
the campaign against unhealthy and over- 
crowded housing conditions to see that 
the new houses which were taking the 
place of the old were built to endure and 
not to become slums in their turn. In 
this connection Mr. Bernays referred to 
the House Builders’ Registration Council, 
formed in 1937 by some of the interests in 
the building trade to provide machinery 
to eliminate jerry building. There had of 
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te, he said, been encouraging signs that 
ie Council’s efforts were meeting with 
progressively increasing success: all who 
ad the interests of good housing at 
art must wish that their success would 
mtinue. Mr. Bernays added that under 
ie Housing Acts of 1933 and 1936, build- 
ng societies had enabled 21,000 houses to 
built to let. Between 3,000 and 4,000 
1ore were projected.

GODALMING CIVIC CENTRE COMPETITION : A PERSPECTIVE OF THE WINNING DESIGN. 
MR. BRYAN WESTWOOD and MR. EDMUND WARD, AA.R.I.B.A., Architects. 
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ARCHITECTURE 


April 10.—I am frequently puzzled as to 
what constitute the legitimate activities 
of an architect. The finest brains in archi- 
tecture have frequently found expression 
in a number of things, the basis of which 
was architecture, but the result of which 
appeared a long way from their architec- 
tural foundations. 

Michelangelo was a fine painter and 
a fine sculptor; Leonardo da Vinci was 
a supreme genius, and, in fact, went 
beyond the bounds of even those things 
which one might fairly say had an archi- 
tectural basis. He was interested in 
botany, the movements of water and air, 
the possibility of flight. Alfred Stevens, 
in the 19th century, was a_ lesser 
version of these giants, but he, too, prac- 
tised painting and sculpture together 
with architecture. Inigo Jones is an- 
other supreme example of a man who 
was many-sided in his activities; and his 
principal departure from architecture 
proper was to be found in his masques 
for the Court. These were, in effect, 
elaborate stage settings built for the pur- 
pose of the Court amusement; and as a 
background to their acting. I personally 
(and in saying this I do not want you 
to jump to the conclusion that I am 
associating myself with these immortals) 
feel that the practice of legitimate archi- 
tecture in a separate way which is now 
usual is a bad thing; and my belief is 
that one’s work is capable of being split 
up into a number of parts, all of which 
relate to the basis of architecture, and in 
which architectural training is essential. 

First, there is the work of designing 
a building, with all the practical know- 
ledge and technical ability that is neces- 
sary for such a purpose. Then there is 
design of the interior, which requires, 
over and above the architectural basis, 
an extension of the knowledge of colour, 
fabrics, furniture design, and a thousand- 
and-one things that go into the making 
of a complete interior. 

There is architectural drawing, in its 
various aspects of perspectives, topo- 
graphical drawing of existing scenes, and 
even abstract painting, having an archi- 
tectural foundation. There is art direc- 
tion, which is the ability to design set- 
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tings for films; this has become now a 
definite medium which can be ranked 
as equal to the theatre. And lastly, there 
is theatre décor; what PRorressor ERNEST 
SteRN has called ‘architecture in 
drama ”’ 

+ * * 

Now, that seems a tall order for any 
one person to accomplish; but I believe 
it to be the whole of any architect’s 
ability. Such knowledge as is necessary 
for practising in these varied media is tre- 
mendous; but I have found that if one 
sets oneself the task of achieving a 
unity such as this, then one’s life can 
no longer be divided up into work and 
pleasure, or even work and leisure; for 
the simple reason that almost everything 
that one does will find an echo in the 
work that one is performing at that time. 
If I go to a theatre, I think in terms, 
during the course of the play, of theatre 
décor; the same thing applies to a film. 
If I dine with friends, then their house 
and its interior becomes a matter of 
speculation as to why and how it was 
done. If I look at paintings, they have 
a relation to the work I am doing, and 
since I believe that to practise these 
things is to be able to write about them 
as well, then even to read books is merely 
an extension of one’s learning to know 
what is good in all writing, to read of

IN DRAMA 


the subjects which go to constitute this 
whole. To me, no man can term him- 
self a real architect unless his ability is 
many-sided; and for that reason I am 
against this specialisation which so many 
designers feel to be inevitable, either to 
their success or to the limitations oi 
their knowledge. 
* * * 

ProressoR ERNEST STERN is not an 
example of such a man as I have de- 
scribed, but his exhibition at the Build- 
ing Centre is one aspect of what is 
legitimately the architect’s line of 
country. There are numerous designs for 
plays, and a good many of them have 
architectural settings. They are well 
worth studying, because they show an 
extension of the architect’s work; and 
they are done by a man whose know- 
ledge of this sort of work is second to 
none in Europe at the moment. You 
may remember his designs for ‘‘ White 
Horse Inn,”’ which was done in 1931. His 
settings for C. B. Cocuran’s “ Happy 
Returns ” last year, ‘ The Fleet’s Lit 
Up ” show at the Hippodrome, and even 
‘*The Miracle” at Olympia in i911, are 
all designs that you may know; but 
beyond these well-known English efforts 
are his drawings for RetNHAaRDT’s produc- 
tions and his work for Str Oswatp STOLL. 
In another room are his drawings of 
London and Paris, which I do not con- 
sider to be nearly so good, but they again 
represent a further extension of the archi- 
tect’s activities; and since they are 
architectural drawings they are worthy of 
study. 

* * * 

I had lunch with Stern, and we dis- 
cussed the approach of the designer to 
stage décor. For years he worked in 
Germany on Reinhardt’s productions, so 
that his knowledge of stage work is ‘pro- 
found and the result of contact with the 
finest brains in the theatre world. Rein- 
hardt, as you may know, is enthusiastic 
on the 3-dimensional, as opposed to the 
2-dimensional stage. That is to say, his 
backgrounds are built in solid form and 
the depth is not illusory but exists in 
fact. His doors are real doors, even the 
door handles are real handles. Curiously 
enough, Stern, who was with Reinhardt 
for eighteen years, became opposed to 
this expression of theatre décor and now 
firmly believes that the painted scene 
is much more of the theatre than the 
solid. He believes, in short, to going 
back to the stage as it was, but with 
the difference of painting the scene in 
an idiom which tallies with the moderr 
expression of painting. Just as Prcass¢ 
varies from Millais, so does Stern vary 
from the meticulous scene paintings 0 
the 19th century, yet his fundamenta.- 
basis of approach is very similar. An 
other example of the same school, 0° 
course, was Leon Baxst, who worke: 
with Diaghileff in the Russian Ballet. 

How much this approach is based 01 
upbringing is difficult to define accur- 
ately, but my own point of view toward: 
stage design is not unlike that of Rein 
hardt and towards the solid, three-dimen 
sional method of expression. Stern is 2 
painter, I am an architect—therein lie 
the difference of outlook. Inigo Jones’ 
work was very real in its depth. OLtvE: 
Messet, who was originally a painter. 
falls back invariably on the painted 
scene, as do Doris ZINKEISEN, LAURENCE 
Irvine and Hucau StTeEvENSON, painters 
all.

THE BUILDER 





SETTING FOR DRURY-LANE PRODUCTION, 
DESIGNED BY PROFESSOR ERNEST STERN. 


Apart from Srrk Epwiyn  LUvTYENS’s 
recent effort at the India Office, I do not 
<now of one architect in this country 
who has tackled the subject in recent 
times, yet the work seems eminently 
suited to an architectural training. Jn 
fact, it seems odd that such concerns as 


the Architectural Association do not 
sponsor such a course and that such 
men as Stern are not asked to teach 


what they know of the work. 

The shows which I have seen in Lon- 
lon during the past few weeks suggest 
that the art of stage designing has 
reached a very low ebb. 

* * % 

One clue to stage designing may be 
ifforded by the versatility of the designer. 
Not only do the designs change fundamen- 
tally but the method of presenting them 
changes also. 


Stern, in his show at the Building 
Centre (opened last week by C. B. 
CocHRAN, incidentally, who said _ nice 


things in a nice way, and was watched by 
EpwarRp Carrick, whose father is GoRDON 
Craig) shows this tendency to change, 
and admits himself that he draws and 
presents his décor in the manner appro- 
priate to the play. Some drawings remind 

1e of Craig, others of Picasso, others of 
Bakst, and so on. 

Similarly, Roger Furss appears able to 
hange his artistic coat with great ease, 


ind an example is the comparison be- 
tween his work at the Vaudeville in 
‘Goodness! How Sad!” and the Old 


Vie’s remarkable rendering of Shakes- 
peare’s “Taming of the Shrew.” The 
latter production is in the real slapstick 
manner. It is robust, almost Baroque, in 
its sense of movement and extravagance, 
and, to me, suits the writing of Shakes- 
peare, and is a distinct echo of the theatre 
of his time. 

Furse, in this show, has produced a very 
theatrical painted backcloth which is so 
different from the Vaudeville Theatre’s 
lodging-house, and, in addition, has gone 
entirely theatrical in his use of screens 
front-stage, which are manipulated by 
the actors. The method is not new (ip 
fact, the production by Tyrone GUTHRIE 
is very like the production of Reinhardt’s 
and Stern’s in 1919), but whatever the 
cause—and the different tastes of the 
producers must have been of great im- 
portance—this effect of change is marked 
and remains as a definite factor in the 
make-up of the designer. 

A play I enjoyed was J. B. PriestLey’s 
“Johnson Over Jordan.”’ The décor for 


““SONG OF THE DRUM.” 


this was done by Carrick, and is as mag- 
nificent as 1 thought the play. I am pre- 
pared to admit that opinions may differ 
widely as to the play’s goodness or bad- 
ness, but of the décor there is no doubt. 
It is simply a case of ‘“‘ Goodness! How 
Good!” 

In the first act there is a use of stage 
space which one would swear was Craig 
pere, and throughout the whole show this 
conception of space exists to the detri- 
ment of most other stage designs which 
exist in London at the moment. 

A sketch of a set from the play is given 
on the facing page. 

Carrick is neither a painter nor an 
architect. He is, quite simply, the son 
of a theatre designer who has been edu- 
cated principally by good example. In 
fact, such a person makes the distinction 
of designers into painters or architects 
seem rather fatuous. 

It is probably sufficient for me to con- 
clude by reminding architects of an 
amusing sphere of which they might form 
a part and which, up to now, they have 
ignored. Should they think of beginning, 
a good start may be made by going to the 
Building Centre and looking at Stern’s 


sketches.

Licentiates v. Associates. 
To THE Eprtor oF The Builder. 

Sir,—Apropos the correspondence from 
a Licentiate who felt at a disadvantage 
with Associates, from the point of view of 
public posts, it seems to me that the 
obvious remedy is that he should become 
an Associate himself. There is another 
aspect of the case, namely, that Asso- 
ciates are often at a disadvantage them- 
selves, as compared with unqualified men. 
Anyone who has worked in a public office 
will know that most of the “ old hands” 
are unqualified, and it is often the case 
that these senior men resent Associates 
and show a preference for unqualified 
juniors. It is to their own advantage to 


do so, firstly because an A.R.I.B.A. might 
be a menace unless “ nipped in the bud’’; 
secondly, it is less embarrassing for them 
to deal with men as ignorant as them- 





selves; and thirdly, because it would 
never do to let anyone think that it was 
of any value or importance to be an 
A.R.1.B.A., if that impression could be 
avoided. There is also the tendency to 
suggest that the qualification is only a 
design qualification and that it is the 
** practical ’’’ men who are of value. 

I fear for the future of British architec- 
ture unless public offices can be re- 
organised in some way so that the en- 
thusiastic architect will not have his soul 
destroyed by realising that mere oppor- 
tunism is the only road to advancement 
in official bodies, and that an interest in 
one’s profession is a great handicap. 

So far as I can see the only solution 
is an increase in the number of architec- 
tural competitions, whereby the brilliant 
men will be saved before they lose all 
interest in their work. I have known 
many cases where the young official archi- 
tect has changed from a keen and en- 
thusiastic worker into a discouraged 
drudge, simply because he realises that 
it is of No importance to advance his pro- 
fessional skill, when any suggestion of 
superior knowledge will merely annoy 
the complacent officials above him. Let 
us hope, therefore, that public bodies con- 
tinue to insist that new staff will at least 
be well qualified at first because it is only 
thus that official architecture will in 
course of time have any chance of im- 
provement.

Designs for Small Houses. 
To THE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir,—The C.P.R.E. and R.I.B.A. Ad- 
visory Panei of Architects and Builders in 
Wiltshire, with a view to improving the 
standard of building in the countryside 
and to assisting builders who find them- 
selves in need of a set of drawings for a 
small house, bungalow or cottage, have 
prepared a series of designs which are 
available at a nominal fee. The object of 
these drawings, which have been pre- 
pared by well-known members of the pro- 
fession, is to assist builders in maintain- 
ing in small work an agreeable standard 
of design, and particulars of the plans are 
as follows: Four Cottage types, fee for 
use of one design, one guinea, plus print 
cost (approximately 1s.) for extra copies; 
seven Villa types, fee for use of one de- 
sign, two guineas, plus print cost as 
above; four Bungalow types, fee for use 
of one design, 30s., plus print cost as 
above.

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CIVIC PLANNING 


VI.—PUBLIC MONUMENTS 
By JAMES BURFORD, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.1. 


PusLic monuments may be of two kinds, 
that is, reduced to the simplest terms, 
architectural or sculptural. By the first 
I mean those which have a utilitarian 
value apart from their purposes as monu- 
ments. By the second I imply those in 


which the utilitarian value, in the strict 
sense, is negligible or non-existent. It 
is the second kind that I propose to 


discuss in this article. They provide, in 
these eminently practical days, what per 
haps will be regarded as the lighter side 
of civic planning. That is not to say that 
they are undesirable. We should, on the 
contrary, welcome opportunities for dis- 
play or gaiety. 

Times press hard on us and keep us 
strictly in the path of grim sobriety. We 
are so concerned with primary necessi- 
ties that we risk forgetfulness of a not 
unimportant aspect of our towns. 
Harassed enough to achieve a mechanical 
organisation, to reach a municipal and 
sanitary fitness, indispensable as these 
things are for a firm foundation, we are 
apt to lose sight of the full flower and 
glory that those things should serve, to 
miss the wood for the trees. 


Satirists and humorists have long 
mocked the regiment of frock-coated 


worthies cast in bronze that obscure the 
vision at important junctions of our 
streets. These effigies achieve, perhaps, 
an eminence their originals could never 
boast, and symbolise in changing lights 
the torch they bore aloft in life. But I 
question not their claims to pious 
memory; I am here concerned only with 
the apt relation of public monuments to 
civie plan. 
Their Categories. 

Within the limit I have set above three 
types of public monuments may be dis- 
tinguished. There is the public monu- 
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Fig. 2,—PLACE DES MARTYRS, BRUSSELS. 


The siting of the monument in the Place des Martyrs at Brussels illustrates the method 

described on page 699 of interrupting the axis of a street at the occurrence of a ‘‘ place ”’ 

or street-crossing. The street vista is thus kept within manageable visual length, and 

warning is given from a reasonable distance to approaching traffic of the incidence of an 

event in civic plan, or a temporary change in the character of the street. The monument 

seen in perspective is large enough to dominate the surrounding buildings and thus, from 
the obvious viewpoints, preserves an undivided silhouette. 


ment to the individual. There is the 
individual monument to the public, either 
collectively to people or to a public event. 
Thirdly, there is the monument with a 
purely civie significance, that is, ad genius 
Each of these can appropriately 
take its place in the_ picture of 
the town or city. But to achieve this 
end is no easy task. Monuments, more 
than anything else in civic planning, are 
inevitably the prey of sentiment. The

Failure to give adequate recognition to this requirement is one of the reasons 
for the unsatisfactory character of the Nelson Memorial. 


last event, the last achievement, the last 
eminent man, stands out disproportion- 
ately against the past. What is freshest 
in men’s minds has there the biggest 
place. With passing years a juster estimate 
is reached. In this regard I extol the 
virtue of procrastination and suggest as 
safeguard against oblivion a public trust 
to act only when a forestated period has 
modified enthusiasm. We might thus be 
spared the penalties of griefs too deep and 
sudden joys. 

Their Reciprocity. 

Public monuments of any kind, subject, 
of course, to suitability and appropriate- 
ness, collective or individual, com- 
memorating events heroic, tragic or gay, 
bringing to mind men or endeavours, 
marking the course of history or the spirit 
of a place, can be made to dignify and 
enhance the civic scene. They may be 
used to purpose in the delineation and 
emphasis of civic plan. Brought into 
direct relation with the structure of the 
the town or city, no longer casual inci- 
dents within its boundaries, they fill a 
part beyond the initial object which 
brought them into being. Planned monu- 
ments are doubly justified. 


Stopping a Vista. 

One of the most obvious uses of a 
monument, in this double sense, is that 
of terminating a vista, or, in more techni- 
cal language, of ‘‘ stopping an axis.”’ Ter- 
mination of the axis implies change in the 
direction of the street, occurring perhaps 
at a distributory centre of the civic plan, 
or, as with a cul-de-sac, a fulfilment of 
the purpose it exists to serve. A monu- 
ment so placed should achieve its object 
with reciprocal benefit to itself and to the 
street whose end it marks. On the other 
hand, the use of a high or prominent 
monument for the purpose we are now 
discussing, that is, to stop an axis or a 
vista, is inadvisable if that end may be 
attained as effectively, or more so, by a 
terminating building. Duality of means 
will bring confusion. 
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rife nor competition. 


interrupting a Vista. 


Two of the disadvantages inherent in 
hat has been called the ‘ classical ”’ 
vpe of planning—that is, planning with 
ing straight streets as distinct from the 
lore personal methods used, for example, 
1 the Middle Ages—are the excessive 
ngth of street vista and the absence of 
isible articulation. The eye can only 
ppreciate a limited length of street scene. 
jeyond that distance the view fades in 
bscurity. Nor is there indication of 
vents which may occur within the limits 
f that vista. A place through which the 
treet axially passes, or a street-crossing 
f importance, afford on approach little or 
no evidence of their existence until their 
idvent is, as it were, precipitously re- 
ealed. In such instances a prominent 
monument sited within the street view, 
vill give from a distance a warning of the 
ncidence of change. In other words, 
inonuments may be used, of set purpose 
is articulation may require, to interrupt 
i vista which will afterwards continue. 








The Frame. 

Amongst the delights of civic planning, 
and delights are not without a practica- 
ity, is the framed view. By this I mean 
the adroit adjustment of the parts of plan 
to gather in the vision, as it were, and to 
direct it towards some scene or spectacle 
f merit or distinction. Buildings and 


monuments, together or alone, are the 
means most common to this end. Again, 


if monuments can frame a building the 
everse is true, and buildings can as well 
nhance a monument. In all cases, what- 
ever be the parts or dispositions, the aim 
in principle remains the same. That aim 

the deliberate concentration of the 
vision, a restriction or guidance of the 
iew, towards an objective of predominant 
mportance. The Campidoglio in Rome is 
in instance to the point, or, nearer home, 
the Rue Royale in Paris. 





There should be in this respect neither 
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The Gateway. 


The idea of the framed view may be 
extended to what I may describe as a 


symbolical city gate. Though we no 
longer let down portcullises at fall of 


night our cities still have their exits and 
their entrances. These are, indeed, im- 
portant factors of the modern plan. Rail- 
way stations, ports and docks, terminals 
for long-distance *buses—in short, all pro- 
minent points of arrival or departure— 
are to-day the gateways of our towns and 
cities. These are strategic points in civic 
structure, demanding emphasis of their 
significance. It is here that the framed 
view, on a wider plane, may suggest a 
place of coming or of going, prepare the 
mind for what lies before, or ease transi- 
tion from what lies behind. In this 
achievement monuments may play a part. 
Practicality and appearance once again 
go hand in hand 


Monuments Minor. 


The apt siting of monuments within 
the civic plan acts reciprocally. So 
placed, they give and take with equal 


generosity. They improve the view about 
them, and their surroundings are in turn 
improved by them. Mutual advantage 
should in general be our eminently 
economic aim. This assumes, however, 
that the monuments thus used are of a 
size proportional to the scale of civic plan. 
But smaller monuments can justify a 
claim to be included; they have their own 
rights to their existence. For such as 
these suitability of setting is no less im- 
portant than for others. Their relative 
smallness provides no reason, rather the 
reverse, for their being dropped promiscu- 
ously in street or square, or placed at 
hazard in odd corners of the civic scene. 
They require, no less than others, treat- 
ment sympathetic to their needs. 


I propose to indicate in this re- 
gard the virtues of the public garden, 
where simple monuments can be given 
simple backgrounds and create a kind 
The garden of the 


of outdoor pantheon.

The two monumental columns at the entrance to the Place de la Nation, Paris, from which 
twelve roads radiate, stand on the site of the former Barriére du Tr6ne. They commemorate 
respectively St. Louis and Philip Augustus. Together, and with the flanking buildings, they 
illustrate the use of monuments to suggest symbolically the City Gateway, or to emphasise 
the approach to an important centre of the civic plan. In this instance the monumental 
element gives the key to the surroundings. The central monument, a basin and bronze 
group, is by deliberate contrast relatively low. 
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Luxembourg, to take a Parisian example, 
suggests the possibilities I have in mind. 


Some Common Errors. 

Errors in the siting of monuments are 
amongst the most common abuses of civic 
design. I will give a few examples. If a 
tall monument is placed on the axial line 
of a prominent and symmetrical building, 
the fagade is apparently split in two. The 
Nelson Column before the National 
Gallery is an obvious, and even notorious, 


instance of the fault. (On the other 
hand, the Duke of York’s’ column, 
viewed in both directions essentially 
against a void, is not a _ subject of 


this error. Its siting has, indeed, every- 
thing to recommend it.) Even a relatively 
small monument axially placed before a 
building will in general have a disquiet- 
ing effect. (The way out in this respect 
is the use of two monuments to flank the 
central line. The building by this means 
receives support and frame. This is 
well shown, for example, by the two 
equestrian statues before the Neapolitan 
Church of San Francesco di Paolo.) 


Another common error is the siting of 
monuments without consistent back- 
ground. This deficiency destroys their 
unity. Monuments should be seen, from 


any likely viewpoint, wholly against a 
building or other “‘ ground,” or wholly 
against the sky. (The original equestrian 
statue of Louis XV in the Place Vendéme 
was a brilliantly calculated example of 
ihe second method.) Again, a not un- 
common error is found where the distance 
from which a monument is generally 
viewed, as circumstances may dictate, is 
too great or too small. (The Are de 
Triomphe, in Paris, and the Monument to 
the Great Fire in London, can perhaps 
be taken to illustrate the two extremes.) 
It is generally said that a monument may 
be seen to most advantage at a distance 
from it of about three times its height; but 
here, as always, tact, not regulation, is 
the golden rule. 


Other errors, doubtless, will occur to 
mind, but I think I have said enough 


(not to prolong the sad chapter) to indi- 
cate the kind of dangers to which public 
monuments sometimes succumb.

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SCHOOL, BELFAST. 


THe building provides for a_ senior 
school to accommodate 768 pupils, and is 
built on a rather restricted site. The 
classrooms are all planned to face due 
south, to meet the requirements of the 
Ministry of Education for Northern Ire- 
land. The assembly hall is sited so as to 
cause the minimum of interference by its 
use to the rest of the school. Two con- 
crete paved playgrounds are provided, one 
for boys and one for girls. 

The two classroom blocks, running east 
and west, are separated by a courtyard 
or quadrangle paved with yellow concrete 
flags, relieved by a border finished in 
white and green cement. All classrooms 
have a large window area to ensure 
adequate natural lighting, and_ the 
ground-floor classrooms are approached 
from open corridors, and this side of the 
classrooms is also fully glazed. The com- 
bination of doors, side-, hopper- and pivot- 
hung sashes gives adequate control of 
ventilation under all weather conditions. 

The building is of rustic brick with 
artificial stone dressings. Tiled roofs are 
of the double roman pattern; other roofs 
corrugated asbestos sheets, concealed by 
parapets. The woodwork externally is 
cream with bright green doors. Internally, 
bright and light colours have been used. 
The entrance hall has the walls finished 
in oyster grey, relieved by narrow hori- 
zontal straps painted teak colour. The 
classrooms generally have grey dadoes 
and woodwork, with various bright 
colours for doors and cupboards. 

A special feature of the school is the 
assembly hall. The ceiling and upper 
part of the walls are lined with “ Insul- 
wood” for acoustic purposes; below, the 
walls are finished with mahogany ply- 
wood. The ceiling is ivory, with bands re- 
lieved in bright jade green and blue. The 
walls above the panelling are decorated 
with drawings executed in maroon, green, 
blue and yellow-green, illustrating stories 
from La Fontaine’s fables. This work (a 
view of which is on page 691) was execu- 
ted by students of the Art College under 
the direction of Mr. Mansfield, A.R.C.A. 
The corridors generally are finished with 
heather brown Ruabon tiles, with wide 
cream cement joints, the other rooms 
having maple flooring. 

A feature of the school is the provision 
of flower beds and brick flower boxes for 
the growing of flowers, and, although the 
school is in a built-up industrial area, the 
Principal and pupils have taken full 
advantage of this with striking success.

“CLELAND Houvuse,”’ erected to the 
instructions of Associated London 
Properties, Ltd., is planned to fall 
within the boundaries of a difficult 
site, most of the building lines of 
which are laid down by the West- 
minster City (Millbank) Act, 1929. 

The main semicircular entrance 
gives approach to a central entrance 
hall arranged with a tobacco kiosk, 
postal sorting-room, porter’s desk 
and office directory. To right and 
left, at the rear of the daylighted 
entrance hall, are planned the lift 
and staircase lobbies, giving access 
to the upper floors. 

Some amount of space flanking 


the entrance hall has been set aside 
for shops, and the remainder of the 
ground floor is given over to a 
petrol filling-station, garage and a 
covered fuel delivery space which 
gives facilities for the delivery of 
fuel direct into reinforced concrete 
hoppers over the boilers in the base- 
ment, and for the storage until col- 
lection of ashes and clinker. The 
basement houses only the heating 
and hot-water boilers, with atten- 
dant accelerator and booster pumps, 
water storage tank and electrical 
intake room. 

Each upper floor is planned with 
a central corridor running com- 


pletely round the building and ter- 
minating in the lift lobbies at each 
end, and the lavatories, ‘being 
grouped in positions adjacent to the 
stairs and lifts, leave all office space 
with good natural lighting. 

The building is of reinforced con- 
crete frame construction carried on 
piled foundations and faced with 
brickwork and precast terrazzo, the 
heads and cills of windows being 
rendered and finished in ‘‘ Cemen- 


tone.” The floors, except the solid 
concrete over the garage, are of 
hollow “ pot” construction. Steel 


windows, of the maximum extent 
permitted under the reinforced con- 
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“CLELAND HOUSE, 


crete by-laws, are grouped between 
brick piers, with mullions for office 
sub-division every 6 ft. The heat- 
ing is carried out by means of 
‘* Gravico ’’ boilers and low-pressure 
hot-water radiators, similarly 
arranged to give office sub-division 
in multiples of 6 ft. without altera- 
tion to the system. The building is 
served electrically with current at 
high tension transformed on site 
and fed up through the building 
with three pairs of rising mains 
“‘ringed’’ to give maximum flexi- 
bility. To avoid unsightly conduits 
special ducts are arranged in floors 
and partitions to carry electrical 
sub-mains, telephone and bell wir- 
ing and to permit easy office sub- 
division. 

Lifts are arranged as a pair in 
each tower, one of each pair being a 
500-ft.-per-minute gearless machine 
with completely automatic door 
operation, and the other a 200-ft.-

per-minute dual control geared 
machine with similar door opera- 
tion. The entrance hall and lift 
lobbies are floored with precast ter- 
razzo with brass dividing strips, 
and the walls panelled in walnut. 
Lavatories are similarly constructed 
with terrazzo flooring, which is 
carried in situ up the walls. All 
plumbing is concealed in specially 
constructed ducts which also house 
the water-waste preventors. 


The building is provided with 
treated artesian well water from one 
of the Associated London Proper- 
ties’ central artesian well-water 
pumping and treatment plants, and 
all hot- and cold-water pipes are in 
copper.

Tue form of plan of this building, 
as well as those of similar build- 
ings at the larger air stations in 
India, has been determined by the 
general principles of layout and 
control adopted for aerodromes in 
India. The Administration Build- 
ing, hangars and other subsidiary 
buildings are for this reason 
grouped in one place, in an angle 
of the field wherever possible, with 
the former building projecting cen- 
trally at the apex of the building 
layout. This enables the Control 
Officer to have a clear view down 
the fronts of the receding buildings 
as well as of the field, and thus 
see all movement operations. 

The central booking and waiting 


hall, which in height runs through 
two floors with a gallery at first- 
floor level, is the focal point of the 
plan and general layout of the 
buildings. From this hall three 
wings radiate, the main outline of 
plan being an inverted Y. The arm 
of the Y which projects into the 
field contains accommodation for 
the Control and Chief Admini- 
strative Officers, other office ac- 
ecommodation being provided in 
the rooms linking the arms of the 
Y on the ground floor and also 
around the gallery on the first floor. 
The other two arms of the Y con- 
tain respectively the restaurant 
with bedrooms over on the first 
floor, and Customs with postal de- 








partment above on the first floor. 
There has been a temporary re- 
arrangement in this latter wing in 
order to provide more bedrooms for 
passengers until the future exten- 
sion arranged for this and other 
purposes is proceeded with. 
Various company booking offices 
are grouped round the waiting hall, 
and passengers for abroad and over- 
seas depart by the corridor lead- 


-ing to ‘‘ passport: and medical in- 


spection ’”’ and those arriving pro- 
ceed through another ‘“ passport 
and medical inspection,’ and on 
through the Customs hall.  Pas- 
sengers for local traffic take the 
opposite corridor to the above. 
There are two large covered ter-

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races on the first floor for the use 
of the public when flying displays 
are held or on other occasions. 


For reasons of economy there is 
no elaborate scheme of decoration. 
The main hall has walls panelled 
in teak and the floor is of terrazzo 
laid out in a simple design. In the 
centre of the hall there will be a 
circular table with an illuminated 
map of India in relief to show the 
various air routes. All other rooms

have plastered and distempered 
walls, the floor finish being terrazzo 
in the important rooms and grano- 
lithic with terrazzo borders and 
skirtings in the less important ones. 

The most usual and economical 
building material in Karachi is the 
local stone, which is a rather poor 
quality of sandstone of a_ buff 
colour and only obtainable in maxi- 
mum lengths of 2 ft. and an average 
finished bed of 8 to 10 in. depth. 
This influenced the external design 


to a very great extent, and the more 
so-called ‘‘ functional ” style which 
has been adopted elsewhere in 
India for similar buildings could 
not be followed in this case. 

The building was constructed by 
the agency of the Central Public 
Works Dept. under the direction of 
Mr. A. Croad, A.M.I.C.E., Superin- 
tending Engineer of Civil Aviation 
in India; Messrs. C. J. Rae and 
Rai Bahadun Narain Has being 
Executive Engineers-in-charge.

ALTERNATIVE METHODS. 


Mr. T. P. Bennett, F.R.I.B.A., read a 
paper entitled “‘ Modern Cinema Light- 
ing”’ before a meeting of the Society of 
Illuminating Engineers recently. 

Mr. Bennett began by saying that the 
cinema lighting problem began with the 
exterior, and three broad alternatives imme- 
diately presented themselves for considera- 
tion : (1) Flood lighting; (2) surface lighting, 
largely in connection with interchangeable 
signs; (3) neon. 

Flood lighting, which sprang into prominence 
some ten years ago (proceeded the speaker) 
was then claimed by some writers to run the 
risk of becoming commonplace because of the 
fear of extensive repetition, but if the archi- 
tecture of the building itself was of an out- 
standing, striking or attractive character, it 
was obvious that flooding the building or 
spotting certain of its more outstanding 
features was a permanent method of fixing 
the building in the public mind, and therefore 
establishing, or helping to establish, a regular 
patronage. 

In dealing with the fagade of the Odeon 
Theatre at  Haverstock-hill, the speaker 
designed the surface lighting with a glass 
screen as an important part of the fagade 
upon which could be placed an interchange- 
able sign announcing the weekly programme. 
This formed a striking and effective means of 
displaying the current film title. There was, 
however, a somewhat extensive amount of 
cleaning and maintenance attached to a 
feature of this type which might not always 
be acceptable .to the cinema owner. 

The extension of the use of neon on cinema 
and other frontages had been one of the most 
remarkably rapid changes of .lighting in 
recent years, and the introduction of colour 
in the outline of the building and of all main 
features of buildings was a means of adver- 
tising which the cinema world had accepted 
with complete confidence. The use of neon 
was most readily effective when the shape of 
the building was striking in silhouette and 
could therefore be emphasised without creat- 
ing special features in the lighting itself. 


Canopy Lighting. 

The next type of lighting which needed 
consideration on the exterior of the theatre 
was canopy lighting, which resolved itself 
into two categories: (a) downward lighting 
from the entrance area; (4) advertisement 
lighting on the side of the canopy. 

It was highly desirable to light downwards 
and to have a well-lighted entrance area on 
the pavement, and in some of the early 
canopies glass lighting boxes were used for 
those positions. The glass lighting box had 
much to recommend it, but, like all glass 
treatments of lighting, it needed an appre- 
_ciable amount of maintenance to keep it in 
good order, so that the construction of canopy 
lighting with reflected coves in metal was 
advantageous, as was also direct lighting by 
other means. These other. means involved : 
(a) The use of visible lights, which was 
common before the use of reflecting coves. 
These were generally unpleasant to look at 
and the glitter of the light was less effective 
than light obtained from hidden sources; 
(b) the recent type of down direct lighting 
which had been produced in the form of 
Louvre Lux lighting, where a louvre screened 
the light from normal viewing angles and at 
the same time allowed the full benefit of the 
illumination to reach the pavement. 


The lights which illuminated the pavement 
and canopy should also illuminate advertise- 
ment signs on the vertical upstands, and a 
metal interchange lettering was usually the 
cheapest and most satisfactory in that posi- 
tion. The more solid type of letters inserted 
in a flat cover, which were effective in certain 
types of shop lighting and for the larger 
wording of names, were not so readily fixed 
and altered, and therefore not so suitable in 
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that particular position. Poster frames were 
the only other points that needed external 
lighting, and there had been constructed cer- 
tain of those frames with a top range of lights 
consisting of 5/25-watt points which could 
shine through a cut-out at the top, with a 
title (preferably the name of the theatre, so 
that it could remain constant), and the light 
shone on a sloping board inside the poster 
frame. 

Passing from the entrance to the foyer, 
the universal use of cove lighting had 
probably disappeared owing to the relatively 
high cost of installation and the high annual 
cost of running, and this had driven designers 
to pay more attention to lighting by fittings 
which were probably still the cheapest to 
instal and the cheapest to run. There were, 
of course, various grades of fittings and 
various grades of cove lighting, and the two 
could at times be combined effectively. It 
was difficult to give very many details oi 
lighting by fittings, because each individual 
case varied substantially. Suspended bowls 
were unsound, for they collected dirt and con- 
stantly needed attention. 

Wall fittings, if totally enclosed, could be 
satisfactory, and the question of wall or ceil- 
ing fittings was purely one of design, except 
that in a given space it was probably easier 
to light with a given wattage if the poits 
were placed in the ceiling than if they were 
placed on the walls, and if the foyer was ex- 
tensive, wall lighting alone was impossible. 
Fittings were most economical if lighted with 
white light. 

The speaker was, broadly speaking, averse 
to the use of extensive laylighting, since 
the glass-cleaning difficulty again came into 
prominence, and in very many cases it was 
not easy to provide for opening or removing 
parts of sufficient area to clean the large 
types of laylights satisfactorily. 


Auditorium Decorative Lighting. 

The speaker continued : ‘‘ In the next few 
years there will probably be a considerable 
advance in the use of low tension neon, as 
the running cost will be economical in what 
is a very substantial item in cinema main- 
tenance. 

‘“The auditorium decorative lighting next 
passes under review, and there has been con- 
tinued change in practice over the last eight 
or ten years. The very pleasant effects of 
indirect lighting indicated its use extensively 
in places of entertainment. The principal 
consideration in all indirect lighting, to my 
mind, is to obtain coves sufficiently large to 
do their work satisfactorily and to have 
properly calculated reflecting surfaces. The 
cost of running indirect cove lighting is tend- 
ing in cheaper picture houses in the last year 
or two to the reintroduction of lighting by 
fittings, and it is probable that a good deal 
more attention will have to be paid to fittings 
in the near future because of their economical 
installation and maintenance. Low tension 
neon tube lighting also claims attention when 
combined with suitable coves, where the low 
running cost of the low tension neon will 
offset the loss of light due to the use of coves. 
In connection with cove lighting, the design 
of the eove needs very special attention.” 


In conclusion, the speaker dealt with the 
engineering aspect of cinema lighting, and 
said that in many cases the supply would be 
obtained from a transformer fed from a high 
tension main. The housing should be 
approached from the open air with adequate 
ventilation, as the transformer would 
generate several kilowatts of heat when on 
full load. 


In connection with the main electric supply 
of these and other buildings, there was a ten- 
dency to underestimate the size of the trans- 
former and intake rooms required and the 
space for bending main cables, and it was 
desirable to ascertain accurately the dimen- 
sions of this portion of electrical equipment 
before plans reached a too advanced stage. 
In a similar way the runs of the main cable 
should be clearly ascertained so that they 
had a direct route from point of entry to point 
of distribution. 
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LONDON TIMBER BY- 
LAWS—V

SECTION 2.—RULES FOR CALCULATIONS. 


Difficulties of Comparisons. 


Section 2 of the Timber By-laws, in 
setting out rules for the control of timber 
in buildings on a basis of loads and 
stresses constitutes a departure from all 
previous control, not only in London, 
where this material is brought under con- 
trol for the first time, but throughout the 
country where such rules as existed con- 
sisted of mere requirements in respect of 
rafters, purlins and floor joists on the 
basis of certain scantlings for certain 
spans. The only means of drawing any 
sort of comparison between the new 
method and the old must therefore be by 
calculating back from the sizes given in 
the old tables and ascertaining the load- 
ing therein represented on the assump- 
tion that the stresses were the same as 
those specified in the new by-laws, and 
conversely, determining the stresses on 
the assumption that the loadings contem- 
plated in the old local by-laws were the 
same as those adopted in the new London 
by-laws. At best any such comparison 
must be regarded as merely an indication 
of the trend of development, as the two 
differ in the classification of buildings, 
and moreover, as will be seen, the old by- 
laws apparently disregarded such matters 
as deflection and horizontal shear. A 
further complication is constituted by the 
fact that in the local by-laws the sizes in 
any particular series are not consistent 
with uniformity in the rate of loading. 


Dead Load. 

By-law 7 (like by-law 3 of the Building 
By-laws) refers to the British Standard 
Schedule of Unit Weights of Building 
Materials (No. 648-1935) as a basis for the 
computation of dead loading with the 
additional provision that in the case of 
any material not being included in the 
schedule, its weight must be ascertained 
to the satisfaction of the district surveyor. 

Under this by-law the following weights 
of materials as used must be allowed for 
in calculating dead loading of timber 
construction as being the items in the 
Standard Schedule most generally re- 
quired for that purpose.

THE CONTRACTOR'S 
OBLIGATIONS AND 
LIABILITIES—XXVII

ARBITRATION. 

Wuatsver be the care exercised in the 
making of a building or engineering contract, 
lisputes are likely to arise in its execution, 
lence the necessity of providing in the con- 
ract itself for their settlement. Oral con- 
iracts must ever be productive of disputes 
and differences, for the parties to such con- 
tracts can be forgiven for any failure in 
remembering their terms, in the absence of a 
written record. But most written building 
and engineering contracts contain an arbitra- 
tion clause under which certain disputes and 
lifferences which arise can be submitted to a 
lomestic tribunal, 7.e., arbitration, the arbi- 
trator being nominated, or at least arranged 
for, at the time the contract is signed. To 
a submission under such a scheme the pro- 
visions of the Arbitration Acts, 1889 to 1934, 
will apply, though it might be observed at 
the outset, that where an architect or engineer 
is appointed sole arbitrator under a contract, 
it can hardly be said that his decision upon a 
particular matter submitted to him, which he 
may make even in his own office without the 
contractor being present, bears little 
resemblance to the award of an arbitrator 
following upon an inquiry conducted in a 
lefinite judicial atmosphere, where witnesses 
are examined, arguments heard, technical 
evidence tested, and not infrequently counsel 
heard. 

Let it be clearly understood that, in the 
ibsence of an arbitration clause in a building 
1” engineering contract, there is no reason 
why the parties, when a dispute arises, 
hould not agree to settle their differences 
'y the arbitration of someone chosen by 
hemselves. If this is not done, then the only 
ther recourse is to an action-at-law, in which 
ase the matter would probably be heard by 
n Official Referee, who is well acquainted 
vith this particular class of contract. 

Contractors would be well advised to 
iclude an arbitration clause in their con- 

acts, and even better advised to see that, 
vhere it can be avoided, the architect or 
ngineer under the contract is not made sole 
rbitrator. It will be appreciated that the 
sition of the architect or engineer under the 
ontract, in deciding a dispute with the con- 
tractor, is not an easy one, nor one to be 
lesired, inasmuch as he is the agent of the 
mployer. To that extent it may be said that 
in giving a decision he is, in fact, a judge 
in his own cause. 

It is to be recommended that an arbitration 
clause in a building or engineering contract 
should be as simple as possible, and couched 
1 general words such as, ‘‘ In the event of 
any dispute or difference arising during the 
secution of this contract, the matter shall 
be referred to the arbitration of (a person 
definitely named) or, a person to be appointed 
by both parties, and his decision is to be final 
and binding upon the parties.’’ At the same 
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time it is useful to provide in the contract 
that a ‘‘ decision ’’ on certain definite points 
involving the skill and art of the architect 
should be left to him, and be made final and 
binding. It should be made quite clear that 
such a decision is not technically an award 
of an arbitrator, for arbitration presupposes 
a dispute or difference, and a submission to 
someone who, after a judicial inquiry, makes 
his award, which may be followed by certain 
consequences provided for in the arbitration 
Acts. 

But where an architect or engineer is made 
sole arbitrator under a building or engineer- 
ing contract his decisions may be regarded as 
‘‘ awards’? even though he has arrived at 
them without any form of judicial inquiry 
whatever. When given they are difficult to 
set aside—in short, little less than actual dis- 
honesty or collusion would have to be proved 
to do so. As we have said, the position of an 
architect or engineer as sole arbitrator is 
an unenviable one. He must, in giving his 
decision, act according to his own conscience 
and in no way follow the particular wishes 
of his employer in any matter, even though 
his decision may be contrary to his (the em- 
ployer’s) wishes—see Hickman v. Roberts 
(1913), A.C. 229, H.L. 

Building and engineering contracts usually 
contain an arbitration clause fpr the settle- 
ment of disputes and differences- arising under 
them, and, indeed, specify the nature and 
extent of the matters that may be referred to 
arbitration. Attention should be called to 
a class of contract familiar to most contrac- 
tors who tender for municipal works. These 
contracts, as a general rule, enjoy the 
notoriety of being made as watertight against 
the contractor as human ingenuity can con- 
trive; indeed, it is surprising, taking that 
fact into account, that contractors take them 
up at all. The intention seems to be to 
endeavour to get the last pound of flesh out 
of the contractor, and to place him, during 
the progress of the contract works, almost 
completely in the hands of the architect or 
engineer, who is made the sole arbitrator 
under the contract. The following is an 
example of the kind of arbitration clause that 
is frequently met with under a municipal 
contract (that is, of course, a contract made 
between a building or engineering contractor 
and a municipal corporation). ‘‘ If any dis- 
pute or difference shall arise between the 
contractors and the council touching or con- 
cerning the works hereby contracted to he done, 
or any altered additional or omitted work, 
or in anywise relating thereto, such dispute 
or difference shall be left to the decision of 
the engineer, whose decision shall be final 
and conclusive between the parties hereto 
and shall not be impeached in any Court of 
Law except on the ground of fraud or 
collusion.’’ In another municipal contract, the 
right was reserved to refer questions, at the 
instance of the employer only, to an indepen- 
dent arbitrator, the contractor being given no 
such right. And, again, some municipal 
contracts contain a clause referring disputes 
to an independent arbitrator, but such a pro- 
vision is rendered of no effect, since all the 
points that matter are excepted, and reserved 
to the final and binding decision of the 
engineer or surveyor to the authority. 

The position of the contractor under such 
contracts can only be imagined, while that of 
the engineer or surveyor is a most invidious 
one, however impartial he may honestly try 
to be, for he is then called upon to arbitrate 
in cases involving his own decisions, certifi- 
cates and opinions, and even his own pro- 
fessional reputation. In such circumstances 
he cannot be a proper person to give impartial 
decisions, and to decide all questions arising, 
as an arbitrator. It is within the recollection 
of readers that an Arbitration Bill recently 
introduced into Parliament sought to put an 
end to such an arbitration clause, in the way 
specified, by providing that any provision in 
a written agreement made after the passing 
of the Act, to a sole arbitrator who is a party 
to the agreement, or any engineer, architect, 
surveyor, officer, servant or agent employed 
by him, was to be void. There is no need 
to reproduce the arguments made in the

House of Lords in support of the Bill. The 
Bill passed through the House of Lords, but, 
unfortunately, it did not become law, though 
it is not dropped. Consequently this form of 
municipal contract continues to flourish, and 
will do as long as there are contractors ready 
to take them up, or until the Bill becomes 
law. 

The question of showing dishonesty or collu- 
sion in such contracts isnoteasy. It is difficult 
enough, indeed, to impeach the award of an 
arbitrator at any time, apart, of course, from 
obvious legal misconduct. Certainly the cases 
have shown that something more than im- 
partiality is required—that is, as Collins, 
M.R., said in the case of Cross v. Leeds Cor- 
poration (1902, H.B.C., 5th Ed. 606) : ‘‘ You 
have got to introduce something (it is 
very difficult -to draw the line short of dis- 
honesty), it may be that something short 
of dishonesty, as, for instance, if there is 
perverse conduct, and refusal to treat the 
matter at all, or when it is said ‘I will not 
bring, as far as my human infirmities enable 
me to do so, an impartial mind to bear on the 
matter which I have already decided’; but 
unless you get something amounting to that 
you get nowhere at all.’’ But under many 
of these municipal contracts such an allega- 
tion could not be brought at all—actual dis- 
honesty or collusion being required to impeach 
the award of the architect or engineer as 
sole arbitrator.

BIRMINGHAM AND FIVE COUNTIES 
ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION. 
Annual Dinner. 

Mr. H. 8S. Goopnart-Renpvet, P.R.I.B.A., 
who attended the annual dinner on Thursday, 
March 16, of the Birmingham and Five 
Counties Architectural Association, at which 
Mr. 8. N. Cooke, F.R.I.B.A., presided, 
speaking of the duty of architects with regard 
to National Voluntary Service, said: ‘‘ The 
sphere of architects in national defence lies 
in actions rather than in words; and the 
proper line of our actions is, or should be, 
plain. Whatever our especial functions may 
be as individuals, as a body we must be ready 
to execute and organise the works for which 
our profession has been officially ‘ reserved.’ 
... Our proper usefulness at the moment 
seems to be the completing of our register of 
architects, the pursuance of our intensive 
study of constructional precautions against 
air raids, and the execution of architectural 
work entrusted to us by the departments con- 
cerned with defence. If this last work were 
not entrusted to us we should have a cause 
for protest, but actually our members— 
whether officially employed or in private 
practice—are in charge of most of what is 
being done. I think it is no secret that, in 
the construction of evacuation camps, the 
Government intends to make full use of our 
services. Of the work being done by our 
Air Raid Protection Committee, I can only 
say that those who undervalue it because it 

is not noisy are making a great mistake.”’ 

ALDERMAN W. Byne KeEnRICK, proposing 
the toast of ‘‘ The Royal Irstitute of British 
Architects and its Allied Societies,’’ said the 
work of the School of Architecture in Birm- 
ingham had received most valuable assistance 
from the interest the architectural profession 
had taken in it. 

Masor-GeNERAL Srr FasraAn Ware proposed 
the toast of ‘‘ The City of Birmingham”’ ; and 
‘HE Lorp Mayor, responding, said : ‘‘ Archi- 
tecture is something which concerns everyone. 
Drab streets, ugly buildings and shapeless 
towns have a continual influence on the 
ordinary citizen which is beyond human cal- 
culation. Of all people, architects are most 
conscious of the defects, and, as a body, are 
anxious to remedy them. One realises that 
there are many restrictions, usually including 
the financial one, in building to the ideal 
design—if, indeed, there is such a thing—for 
in one* century fineness of style is the fussi- 
ness of another. 

‘‘ We look at buildings recently erected, or 
in course of erection, and have reason to be 
pleased with their clean, straight lines, and 
honestly believe that we are erecting some- 


thing that will stand the test of the future. 


This may or may not be so, but, provided 
these buildings are in line with modern 
thought and modern design, I fail to see how 
they can be bettered.”’ 

Mr. H. J. Manzont, who replied to the 
toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’ proposed by Mr. S. J. 
Stratnton, F.R.1.B.A., spoke of architectural 
deyelopments in recent years, and urged that 
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as much attention should be given to the 
planning of a factory as of a house. To-day 
we could plan towards a unity that would 
bring greater credit to the present generation 
than to those who allowed many of England’s 
provincial cities to grow up. 


DEVON AND CORNWALL ARCHITEC- 
TURAL SOCIETY. 


Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Devon and 
Cornwall Architectural Society was held at 
Dellers Café, Exeter, on Saturday, April 1. 

The chair was taken by the President, Mr. 
J. ©. C. Bruce, F.R.1I.B.A. 

In the course of his address, Mr. J. C. C. 
Bruce said the most important event during 
the past year for the architectural profession 
had been the passing of the Registration Act. 
After August 1, 1940, no person might prac- 
tise or carry on business calling himself 
‘“‘ architect ’’ unless he had been registered. 
Those who wished to qualify for registration 
after that date would have to pass a qualify- 
ing examination to the satisfaction of the 
Architects’ Registration Council, who at 
present accepted the standards of the R.I.B.A. 
Board of Architectural Education. 


The speaker went on to mention some 
aspects of A.R.P., and said: ‘‘I think it is 
generally agreed that every domestic build- 
ing, Office, shop, store, factory, etc., should 
have its own air-raid shelter sufficiently large 
to accommodate all those within that particu- 
lar building at a moment’s notice. Such 
places could easily be stocked with the neces- 
sities of life in war time. We, as architects, 
are best qualified to advise as to the forma- 
tion of these shelters in existing buildings and 
to plan for their inclusion in new buildings. 
... Weas a Society, allied to the Royal Insti- 
tute, must place the whole of our technical 
knowledge and skill as organisers—for plan- 
ning is organising with foresight—at the dis- 
posal of the Government.” 

Continuing, the speaker said: ‘‘ Perhaps 
one of the greatest services this Society is 
rendering to the community, apart from our 
professional practice, is the work being done 
by the advisory panels of architects. As you 
know, there are four of these panels now 
working in Devonshire and one in Cornwall. 
These members give a great deal of their time 
voluntarily, advising local authorities upon 
the plans which are put before them. No 
authority is bound to consult the panel as yet, 
nor need at place all its plans _ before 
them. The result, therefore, is by no means 
as satisfactory as it might be. 

‘* However, the great thing is that through 
the influence of the C.P.R.E., the R.I.B.A. 
and our own Society, the general public have 
realised what was happening, and a start has 
been made to prevent badly designed build- 
ings being erected in our towns and the 
spoliation of our country districts. 

‘There is still much to be done. I am 
only sorry that the reports from the secre- 
taries of the various panels are not available 
to put before you to-day in order that you 
might have some idea of the work which is 
being done. These will come before the 
Council in due. course.” 

In conclusion, the speaker said: ‘‘ Once 
more you have gone to Cornwall for your 
President and have nominated Mr. R. F. 
Wheatly, B.A., F.R.I.B.A., as my successor. 
I think you will agree when I say he is a 
man we shall be proud to have as President 
of our Society. I wish him a happy and suc- 
cessful year of office.”’

S1r,—No one can escape liability for his 
own statements by imserting in a contract a 
clause to the effect that such statements shall 
not be relied upon; especially if those state- 
ments are recklessly made. 

Querist ,;was, no doubt, induced to send 
in a lower price because of what was shown 
as existing; and now that he finds what 
was shown to be an existing wall is in fact 
non-existent, and has built the new wall, he 
is entitled to be paid for it on a quantum 
meruit—since it was not included in his 
contract at all. Lex. 


Restriction of Ribbon Development. 
[ANsweR To ‘‘ AppLicant,” Marca 31.] 


Str,—Presumably the county council con- 
cerned is the highway authority with whom 
the consent lies, under sections 7 and 8 of the 
Ribbon Development Act, 1935, in this par- 
ticular instance. That being so, any consent, 
or the contrary, must be the decision of the 
county council itself. What querist has 
been informed by the surveyor will not 
suffice; it is not the decision of the 
county council, It follows that querist would 
be within his rights in deeming a consent. to 
have been given if no decision in writing 
reached him within two months after he made 
his application. But in these matters it is 
always dangerous to proceed on such a tech- 
nicality. It may lead to litigation and con- 
sequent expense. Lex. 


Whiteness on Fireplace Bricks. 
[Answer To “S. I,” Marca 31.} 


Sir,—The ‘‘ whiteness”’ is efflorescence, 
and is due to the presence of salts either in 
the bricks, sand or cement used. Querist did 
not state the class of bricks used. If the 
face of the bricks is plain red, I would sug- 
gest that a red polish be applied, with a view 
to filling up any pores and reducing evapora- 
tion. The red colour in the polish will also 
mask any ‘‘ whiteness ’’ present. The exist- 
ing trouble will doubtless disappear in time 
on its own account, that is, when all the 
soluble salts have been brought to the surface 
of the brick slabs. A. J. T. E.

Srr,—Mica is the only material which will 
meet the severe conditions imposed without 
deterioration, and it is specified for most work 
of this nature. A mica flap, once fitted, 
should be maintained in good order; it should 
be regularly inspected and any derangement 
made good.

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{MODELLING BUILDINGS 


THE USE OF CARDBOARD. 


PLANS, sections and elevations will always 
be a necessity when any new building is pro- 
posed, but ines do not always convey the 
architect’s impression to the lay mind, par- 
ticularly where these plans have to be 
placed before any committee, as is common 
especially ‘in competitive designs for any 
special building. A model is the most 
serviceable for the purpose. Models are, 
however, an expensive item, and it is with 
this thought in mind that the writer has 
experimented with cardboard as a medium. 

The photograph illustrated on this page 
shows the results of such experiment. Card- 
board is not exactly a new material in model 
work, but its real utility does not, so far, 
seem to have developed, and the construc- 
tion of the model illustrated has caused the 
writer to evolve a simple tool which should 
make cardboard a simple material to work, 
besides being negligible as regards cost other 
than of time expended. In first setting about 
the work on this model, an instrument was 
sought that would punch holes for designs, 
etc., and nothing was found other than a 
leather punch, which to a certain extent was 
satisfactory, but later found to be insufficient 
in scope. A small tool was therefore de- 
signed and specially made having a circular 
plate with various holes, square, circular, and 
other shapes and corresponding punches, so 
that an indefinite variety of designs could be 
produced. 

It was discovered in process of work that 
the punchings from the tool (at first dis- 
carded) were themselves most useful in being 
seccotined together to form details for mould- 
ings; and the photo illustrated may show 
the reader the extent and scope of such 
process. The punch, therefore, makes de- 
signs and mouldings at the same time. The 
only outfit necessary to construct any model 
of reasonably small scale (and this model is 
housed in a glass case 33 in. by 20 in.) is a 
drawing-board with the usual equipment, a 
sharp penknife, the punch and seccotine. 

To the young student studying architec- 
ture, model-making becomes very instructive. 

Incidentally, regret may be expressed that 
there exists no such model and experimental 
society for architecture as is at present in 
vogue with the engineering profession with 
their annual exhibition at Horticultural Hall, 
Westminster. Surely such an architectural 
model society could place exhibits on view 
which would have not only utility but be dis- 
tinct also in artistic beauty. A. Davipson. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


Structura! A.R.P. in New Buildings. 


Str Joun Anverson, the Lord Privy Seal, 
in moving the second reading of the Civil De- 
fence Bill, said that Clause 24 gave the Minis- 
ter power to make regulations requiring the 
incorporation of structural precautions against 
air raids in new buildings. The importance of 
this course was emphasised in the report of 
the three engineers who dealt with the general 
question of splinter- and blast-proof protec- 
tion. It was proposed to proceed by way of 
regulations instead of putting specific provi- 
sions in the Statute, because in this matter 
they had not yet reached finality. They did 
not contemplate regulations which would in- 
terfere with normal architecture, design and 
practice. Regulations would keep pace with 
new developments. What they had in mind 
was to say in the regulations : ‘‘ If you build 
to such a design, well and good, but you must 
incorporate in your structure appropriate 
means of protection and shelter.” They did 
not propose, as at present advised, to impose 
obligations in regard to the smaller type of 
dwelling-house. To do so might stop housing 
developments. As regarded blocks of flats, 
however, which did not lend themselves to 
any form of protection, except that incorpor- 
ated in the building itself, they contemplated 
that the regulations should require the mak- 
ing of suitable provision, and, in view of the 
increase of cost which was likely to be 
involved, the appropriate clause contained pro- 
vision for what was, in effect, an adjustment 
of the housing subsidy. 


King George V Memorial. 

In response to questions by Mr. Hurcuin- 
son, Sir P. Sassoon said that im a previous 
reply he had stated His Majesty's Govern- 
ment had decided that their contribution to 
the Memorial should take the form, not of 
a cash grant, but of a free gift of all the 
State property within the area at Abingdon- 
street selected by the Lord Mayor’s Com- 
mittee, and that His Majesty’s Government 
proposed to seek the approval of Parliament 
by means of an affirmative resolution of both 
Houses of Parliament. The Lord Mayor's 
Committee, having reaffirmed their decision, 
announced on June 14, 1938, as to the site 
for the Memorial, His Majesty’s Government 
would, in due. course, submit the appropriate 
resolution to both Houses of Parliament, and 
thus afford the opportunity for discussion 
desired. Until that resolution was affirmed 
no further action was contemplated.

Kine’s Bencn Drviston. 

Before Mr. Justice Hitpery. 


Parkinson v. South Coast Bathing Pools, Ltd., 
and Others. 

This was an action by Mr. Edward Baldry 
Parkinson, an architect, of Newnham-road, 
Cambridge, to recover payment on a guantum 
meruit for professional services rendered in 
connection with a scheme for the construction 
of a swimming pool at Seaford, Sussex, for 
South Coast Bathing Pools, Ltd., and 
alternatively from the promoters of the com- 
pany, or both. 

Mr. Parkinson’s case was that on the in- 
structions of a Mr. Slocock, one of the pro- 
moters of the defendant company, he pre- 
pared plans for a bathing pool at Seaford. 
Later he prepared working drawings in order 
that a builder might give an estimate for the 
work. He also got into touch with specialists 
and made plans, but later on the scheme was 
abandoned. 

The defence was that the defendants were 
always ready and willing to pay the plaintiff 
his out-of-pocket expenses in connection with 
the matter; that any instructions which were 
given were before the incorporation of the 
defendant company, and that if there were 
any instructions to complete the scheme 
(which was denied by the defendants) it was 
on certain conditions as to its cost. 

Mr. Springman appeared for the plaintiff: 
and Mr. Granville Sharp for the defendants. 

Mr. Parkinson, in the course of giving evi- 
dence in support of his claim, said he had 
been employed in the construction of a 
bathing-pool at Royston and a much larger 
one at Newmarket. Mr. Slocock told him 
that he had seen the Royston bathing-pool and 
that he would like sketch plans of a much 
larger one for Seaford. He (plaintiff) accord- 
ingly submitted plans to a board meeting of 
the company, and later on prepared working 
drawings. As the matter was urgent, he alse 
got into touch with specialists and made 
plans. The Royston pool cost some £10,000. 
A larger pool would cost anything between 
£16,000 and £25,000. 

Mr. A. P. Belton, of Messrs. Braybon and 
Son, Ltd., builders and contractors, of 
Brighton, gave evidence that he had received 
the plans from the plaintiff, and his estimate 
of the cost of the pool was £11,500. In his 
opinion the plans he had received were com- 
prehensive, and he was quite able to prepare 
approximate estimates from them. 

At the close of the plaintiff’s case, Mr. 
Sharp, in opening the defence, said his case 
was that Mr. Parkinson agreed to take a risk 
of the scheme not coming to fruition and 
would be, in that event, content to accept 
his out-of-pocket expenses, which the de- 
fendants were always ready and willing to 
pay. 

Mr. Slocock gave evidence in support of 
counsel’s statement. He said the site was to 
cost £2,500, and they would have considered 
a £12,000 project. 

Mr. W. T. Barwell, a solicitor, of Seaford. 
gave evidence that Mr. Slocock told the board 
of the defendant company that if the scheme 
fell through the plaintiff would have his out- 
of-pocket expenses. 

Replying to the Judge, Mr. Barwell said 
the secretary of the company gave plaintiff 
instructions for the detailed drawings on the 
understanding of no fees if the scheme fell 
through. 

After other evidence had been given and 
the addresses of counsel, his lordship said he 
would consider his judgment. 

His lordship, in giving judgment, after 
stating the facts of the case and dealing 
with the evidence, said that the plaintiff had, 
in his opinion, acted perfectly honestly 
thronghout ; had done everything he was in- 
structed to do, and that the charges he had 
made for his work were in the circumstances 
reasonable and proper. He (his lordship) 
found as a fact that the plaintiff had done all 
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the necessary work in respect of which he 
claimed to be paid, but as the defendant com- 
pany was not in existence on the date when 
the plaintiff received his instructions from the 
promoters of the company and could not 
legally hold a board meeting of the company 
on that date, it could not in the circumstances 
be sustained that there was any authorisation 
by the company to the plaintiff to execute the 
work for which he claimed payment. He, 
however, held that the defendant promoters 
had in the circumstances made themselves 
personally liable to the plaintiff, and he 
accordingly gave judgment for him against 
those defendants for £150 for breach of war- 
ranty of. authority. 

After hearing the arguments of counsel on 
the question of costs, his lordship entered 
judgment for the plaintiff against the personal 
defendants (the promoters of the defendant 
company) for £150 with costs, and for the 
defendant company against the plaintiff with- 
out: costs. 


POSITION OF THE ~ 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Tue position of the building industry shows 
little change on balance, an improvement in 
the North of England and Scotland bein, 
compensated by a decline in the South o 
England, state the Building Industries 
National Council. 

The preliminary figures, for 140 urban 
authorities outside London, of the estimated 
value of buildings for which plans were ap- 
proved in February, show an increase for 
Great Britain of £528,000, or 7.1 per cent. 
gompared with the corresponding total a 
year ago. This is the first increase on the 
year since August, 1938, but is due entirely 
to a rise of £914,000 in Scotland to more 
than double the figure of a year ago. The 
total for England thus continues to show a 
declining tendency, the fall compared with 
February, 1938, occurring mainly in Outer 
London and the south-east. 

The rise m the total for Great Britain is 
mainly due to housing, which increased by 
£660,000, or 14.9 per cent., compared with 
a year ago. The increase in Scotland, how- 
ever, amounted to £1,107,000, so that the 
increase in the total marks a considerable 
fall in England. 

The position of public works contracting 
continues to be favourable and shows little 
change on the month. Increased expenditure 
on road works is foreshadowed in the 
estimates, and this side of the industry may 
be expected to share in the increased activity 
arising from armament expenditure. 

The position of the materials industries 
shows a further deterioration in the south, 
but an improvement in the north. Concerns 
whose main market lies in housing must in- 
creasingly look to the midlands and north 
for business, while those catering for the 
larger structures are experiencing the same 
trend, but not to the same degree. The latest 
building plan figures, as pointed out above, 
indicate a continuance rather than a reversal 
of recent tendencies, but it is important to 
note that increases in some areas were more 
than sufficient to counterbalance declines in 
others. 

The Civil Defence Bill foreshadows con- 
siderably increased expenditure on structural 
protection against air attack, and the re- 
quirement that factories employing more than 
50 workpeople must make provision for them 
is likely to affect some 20,000 concerns. The 
materials which will mainly benefit are steel, 


cement, sand, gravel and aggregates, but it~ 


is important in the interests of national pre- 
paredness and of maximum beneficial effect 
on general employment, that the demand for 
materials arising from civil defence and 
armament expenditure should be as diversi- 
fied as possible. The increased urgency aris- 
ing from present circumstances implies an 
increased need for an organised approach by 
all branches of the building industries to the 
industrial problems of national preparedness. 
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NORTHERN POLYTECHNIC 


DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE: 
SPEECH NICHT. 

Tue annual speech night of the Depart- 
ment of Architecture, Surveying and Build- 
ing of the Northern Polytechnic was held on 
Thursday, March 30. The prizes were distri- 
buted by Mr. George Hicks, M.P., President 
of the National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, the chair being taken by Lieut.- 
Col. W. W. Dove. 

In presenting his Report, Mr. T. E. Scort, 
F.R.1.B.A., Hon.F.1.B.D., Head of the 
Department, stated that it gave him pleasure 
to place on record a marked increase in num- 
bers in the Senior Day and Evening Schools, 
particularly in the Senior School of Building. 
About 1,200 students had been admitted to 
the Evening School, over 800 being enrolled 
on the first two nights. 

In offering a word of advice to students, 
the speaker expressed the hope that they 
would not adopt as the height of their am- 
bition the possibly limited degree of skill 
and knowledge required by their present em- 
ployment. It was always most difficult to 
find candidates for the higher paid posts, and 
every student should aspire to the highest 
and best his profession or trade could offer. 

Mr. Hicks; in the course of his address, 
said it was 40 years since he attended 
evening classes, first at Chelsea Polytechnic, 
and later at the Battersea Polytechnic. 
People worked very long hours in those days, 
and were tired when they went to school, 
but he received much valuable help and 
guidance which had assisted him substan- 
tially. They had visions in those days of 
‘*the building beautiful.”’ Many beautiful 
buildings had been put up since then, but 
builders had had to adjust their efforts ac- 
cording to economic opportunity, which had 
the effect of diminishing many of the fine 
features they would all like to see embodied 
in the buildings—not only for the satisfaction 
of their own craft, but for the satisfaction 
of building something beautiful for the city, 
and so producing the right atmosphere for 
the creation of good citizens. 

The speaker went on to say that he and 
his colleagues were trying to introduce a 
really good Apprenticeship Scheme, whereby 
young boys might be trained to know their 
job properly. He did not believe in the 
‘* specialist ’? system, but in a boy’s sound 
all-round knowledge of his craft, and the 
fostering and development of that real and 
vital interest in his work which was the 
foundation and essence of all skill and crafts- 
manship. : 

Mr. W. E. Fretwetz, F.R.San.I., Master 
of the Worshipful Company of Plumbers, 
presented to the Northern Polytechnic the 
Company’s Plumbers’ Challenge Shield, stat- 
ing that the Shield was awarded annually 
to the College or Polytechnic producing the 
best work. In winning the Shield this year, 
it had been recorded that the work of the 
Northern Polytechnic was not only the best, 
but outstanding. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Hicks was pro- 
posed by the Principal, Dr. Draxetey, who 
remarked that during the last three years 
some sections of the Department had increased 
by 50 per cent., ana problems of accom- 
modation were becoming extremely difficult. 
Plans for a new extension were under way, 
however, and he was sure that advantage 
would be taken of the new facilities as soon 
as they became available 

Seconding the vote of thanks, Masor F. A. 
Watuis, M.C., F.I.0.B., President of the 
London Master Builders’ Association, said 
the building industry provided interest and 
variety, and in spite of a fashion for same- 
ness and simplicity, those who were making 
themselves good craftsmen would eventually 
receive the interesting jobs. 

Mr. Sypney Tatcuett, F.R.I.B:A., sup- 
ported the vote of thanks. A vote of thanks 
to the Chairman was proposed by His 
Worship the Mayor of Islington, ALDERMAN 
D. McArruur Jackson, J.P. Mr. L. 
Preyman. Vice-President of the Institute of 
Builders, seconded the vote of thanks. 
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BUILDERS’ CLERKS 


BENEVOLENT INSTITUTION’S DINNER. 

Mr. Ernest C. Hottoway, F.I.O.B., 
President of the Builders’ Clerks’ Benevo- 
lent Institution, presided at the 59th 
annual dinner of the Institution, held on 
Tuesday, April 4, at the Holborn Res- 
taurant, London, W.C. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution,’’ the Prest- 
DENT thanked the company for the response 
to his appeal, and said he would especially 
mention the members of the Blue Circle 
Dramatic Society, who had devoted part of 
the proceeds of their production, ‘‘ Call It a 
Day,”’ to the Institution. He would like Mr. 
Barlow to convey to his members the very 
warm and high appreciation of the officers 
and committee of the Institution. 

In connection with the work of the Institu- 
tion, the speaker went on to say that it was 
founded in 1866 for the purpose of granting 
pensions and temporary relief to builders’ 
clerks, their widows and spinster daughters, 
and for the maintenance and education of the 
children of builders’ clerks who had_ been 
orphaned either by the death of their father 
or mother. 

Since its foundation the Institution had 
disbursed a sum of £35,000 in relief, and at 
the present time they had over 20 pensioners. 
To do this work they required a_ steady 
income, and they were looking forward to re- 
ceiving a large increase to the amount they 
had already received. 

‘*T want to call the special attention of 
builders’ clerks and employers to this Insti- 
tution. If any of you know of any hard case 
which would be eligible under the rules of the 


‘Institution for assistance let the officers of 


the Institution know of it.” 

The Institution was out to do its job, and 
if any hard case was brought to its notice 
the Institution would be only too happy to 
investigate it and give relief according to the 
circumstances. It depended upon builders’ 
clerks themselves, and those who employed 
them, to furnish particulars of deserving 
cases. , 

Qualification for Pension. 

Submitting the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ Mr. 
S. H. F. Puttey, the Hon, Treasurer of the 
Institution, said they owed much to the 
guests, not only for their presence at the 
dinner but also for the financial assistance 
they had given the Institution over a number 
of years. But for that assistance the work of 
the Institution would be considerably cur- 
tailed. No applicant was qualified to apply 
for a pension unless he was totally unable to 
earn his living; there was nothing making 
for luxury in the Institution’s pensions. It 
barely contemplated: the ordinary needs of 
decent living, and in the opinion of the 
officers £40 a year for a builders’ clerk was 
not enough. It was only about 15s. a week, 
and, putting it shortly, it just paid for the 
rent. 

‘* We hope that time and circumstances will 
enable us to make more adequate provision, 
and in the meantime we would thank archi- 
tects, surveyors, builders and builders’ mer- 
chants for the support they have given us, 
and hope that they will continue to give that 
help and enable us to realise the ideals we 
have in mind to do something better for our 
pensioners. ”’ 

Responding to the toast Mr. H. LeicHTon 
wished ‘the Institution every success in its 
efforts. 

Mr. F. Norman Gee, immediate past-presi- 
dent, proposing the toast of ‘“‘ The President,”’ 
said he had been examining the records of the 
Institution and had discovered that on no 
fewer than six occasions since 1900 had the 
office of President been held by a member of 
Mr. Holloway’s family. 

The speaker said he would like to take the 
opportunity of thanking the members of the 
Committee of the Institution for the help they 
gave him during his year of office. 

In reply, the Prestpent said the result of 
the response to his appeal stood at that 
moment at £860. 
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THE MODERN GYMNASIUM 


BOARD OF EDUCATION PAMPHLET. 


A REVISED edition of the pamphlet (‘‘ Sug- 
gestions for the Planning, Construction and 
Equipment of Gymnasia in All Types of 
Schools and Educational Institutions ’’ (Board 
of Education Physical Training Series No. 14. 
Published by H.M. Stationery Office, price 
ls. net) has been prepared by the Board of 
Education, and is now on sale. 

This pamphlet is intended for the use of 
education authorities, governing bodies, etc., 
and will be of interest to all who are con- 
cerned with the provision of facilities for 
gymnastic training. It does not purport to 
lay down rules and regulations, but rather to 
serve as a guide to the requirements of a 
modern gymnasium. The main features of the 
previous edition remain unchanged, but such 
amendments and additions as seemed neces- 
sary in the light of experience have been in- 
corporated. An appendix, dealing briefly 
with the storage of gymnastic kit and towels 
in schools, has been added. 

The pamphlet is illustrated with diagrams, 
photographs, and plans of typical gymnasia 
and ancillary rooms. It contains detailed 
suggestions regarding the planning and 
methods of construction of gymnasia, chang- 
ing rooms, shower annexes, etc. The choice, 
construction and fixing of gymnastic appara- 
tus is dealt with in considerable detail. 

It is hoped that the publication will prove 
of especial interest to architects; emphasis is 
laid on the importance of collaboration 
between the architect and the manufacturer 
of gymnastic apparatus in the early stages of 
planning. 


THE COMPETITIVE ELEMENT 
IN EDUCATION 


R.1.B.A. JUNIOR MEMBERS’ DISCUSSION. 

An informal General Meeting of the 
R.I.B.A. Junior Members’ Committee re- 
cently discussed ‘‘ The Effect of the Competi- 
tive Element in Education.’’ Mr. J. Brandon- 
Jones, Chairman of the Junior Members’ 
Committee, was in the chair. 

Mr. R. F. Jorpan began with the defini- 
tion: ‘‘ Architectural education is intended 
to guide and instruct those whose intent in 
life is to design and dispose shelters for the 
activities of their contemporaries,’ and went 
on to say that the architect should be the 
complete technical master of the art of form, 
and should have deep psychological under- 
standing of the whole of modern urbanism. 
But could any one architect be such a super- 
man? Some could, perhaps, but for most, 
modern conditions meant delegation and co- 
operation. The modern architect had to 
learn to co-operate as a first essential of his 
work. Architecture now had a place for the 
man who was primarily skilled as a master 
co-ordinator; he was not better than other 
specialists, merely a different kind of speci- 
alist. 

Competition involved three parties, com- 
petitors, clients and judge, and with the best 
will in the world no competitor could retain 
his single-mindedness towards his client if 
he had to please a judge, too. When com- 
petition was most intense then the results 
were most deplorable. This was true in 
schools and also in professional competitions. 

In the course of the discussion that fol- 
lowed, Mr. C. A. Mrnoprio, Hon. Secretary 
of the R.I.B.A. Board of Architectural Edu- 
cation, and Mr. Everarp Haynes, the Secre- 
tary, said the Board was very glad to get 
suggestions, and replied on some points of 
fact such as the lack of freedom the Board 
possessed in respect of trust funds, endow- 
ments for prizes, the revision of the Owen 
Jones and Bossom conditions and the extent 
to which attempts were now made to relate 
the prizes to school work. 

In conclusion, the CHAIRMAN urged all 
junior members to use their Committee. If 
they wanted changes the Junior Members’ 
Committee was the most effective channel for 
their proposals.

A tour was then made, under the guidance 
of Mr. Dyke and Mr. E. W. Dare, the clerk 
of works, of the building work in progress. 

Conveyed by motor-’bus to the site of the 
Emily-street flats, the party was met by Mr. 
R. J. Bates, the clerk of works, and Mr, G. 
Stopher, building inspector. The flats are 
almost completed, and are erected under a 
new system of construction known as 
‘* clothed concrete.’’ The whole scheme com- 
prises 266 flats, divided into three bedrooms, 
two bedrooms and single bedroom units. 

At the business session of the meeting, the 
President, Mr. Geo. Pierce Clingan, F.1.A.S., 
A.M.1.Struct.E., City Building Surveyor of 
Liverpool, announced the election that morn- 
ing of 26 persons to membership. The recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee that 
the 18th annual general meeting should take 
place on Saturday, June 10, at Oxford, was 
approved. 

The meeting concluded with a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Manzoni for his courtesy 1 
making the visits possible. 


NATIONAL FITNESS 
COUNCIL 


BASIS OF GRANT-AID FOR SWIMMING 
BATHS. 

A MEMORANDUM has been sent to the 22 
Area Fitness Committees of the National 
Fitness Council for England and Wales, 1, 
Queen Anne’s Gate-buildings, Dartmouth- 
street, S.W.1. It deals with the basis on which 
grants in aid of capital expenditure on swim- 
ming baths should be assessed for recommen- 
dation to the Board of Education, and draws 
attention to a number of conditions which in 
future should be observed by applicants for 
grant. 

It has been found necessary to issue this in 
view of the fact that a large number of 
schemes submitted during the past year have 
shown considerable divergence from the basic 
cost per square foot of water surface of £8 for 
covered baths and 25s. for the open type) 
which was thought to be reasonable when 
‘* National Fitness—The First Steps ’’ was 
issued in 1937. 

It has been decided that grant-aid will in 
future be confined to baths which fulfil con- 
ditions in regard to : (a) Cost of construction ; 
(6) size; and (c) probable user. 

Dealing with the cost of construction the 
memorandum states that £6 10s. per square 
foot of water surface (a lower figure than was 
suggested in ‘‘ First Steps ’’’) is a reasonable 
and adequate cost to provide suitable facili- 
ties for swimming in a covered bath. Experi- 
ence has shown the Grants Committee that 
the principal cause of additional expense is 
the provision of extensive accommodation for 
spectators, and while this involves greater 
height and roof span it does not increase the 
water space for swimmers.

A PIPE-JOINT 
DEMONSTRATION 


A DEMONSTRATION in connection with an 
invention for the rapid jointing of both 
earthenware and asbestos-cement pipes was 
recently given by the Pipe-Joint Manufac- 
turing Co., Ltd., 20-22, Maddox-street, W.1, 
on a vacant site in Gloucester-place, London, 


Representatives of the G.P.O., War Office, 
Air Ministry, Metropolitan Borough Councils, 
power companies and electrical undertakings 
were present at the demonstration. 

The invention mainly consists of a papier 
maché ‘‘ collar’? which, when placed in posi- 
tion at the ends of the pipes to be joined, 
keeps the pipes in alignment and subsequently 
acts as a mould for a specially prepared 
bitumen. This bitumen, when dry, is claimed 
to form a strong, rot-proof and acid-proof 
joint. At the demonstration five such joints 
were made within 10 minutes. 

The manufacturers of the joint point out 
that the invention is of particular significance 
in war-time, for if sewage pipes are destroyed, 
repairs can be effected in a short space of 
time.

“REINFORCED BRICKWORK”? 


A paper on “ Reinforced Brickwork *’ was 
presented at a meeting of the Institution of 
Structural Engineers on Thursday, April 13. 
by Messrs. L. W. Burridge, A.I.Struct.E., 
and C. W. Hamann, A.M.I.Struct.E. 

After defining reinforced brickwork, the 
authors went on to give an account of its 
general characteristics and possible advan- 
tages. A summary of its historical develop- 
ment was followed by an outline of the fun- 
damenta] theory of reinforced brickwork de- 
sign, particularly of beams and slabs, and 
some of the outstanding investigations upon 
which the theory is based were presented. 
Tests carried out by the authors on British 
reinforced brickwork were described in detail 
and analysed. 

Examples of reinforced brickwork construc- 
tion, either already constructed or proposed 
in this country and abroad, were next dis- 
cussed, the calculations for one design being 
given as an example, and after a considera- 
tion of other factors to be taken into account 
in reinforced brickwork design and construc- 
tion, a tentative code of practice for practical 
reinforced brickwork construction for use in 
conjunction with the design formule, tables 
and graphs given in the paper was formulated. 

The present. position, potentialities and 
future prospects of reinforced brickwork were 
then summarised. The paper was illustrated 
by a number of tables, curves, diagrams and
